ADMINISTRATIVE Montana State Library Commission is in the process of updating its pro- 
RULES cedural and substantive rules. One public hearing has been held on the 

proposed rules. The old rules appear on pp. 10-19 through 10-27, vol. 1 
part IV, Title 10 of the Administrative Rules of Montana (formerly the Montana Administra- 
tive Code ) . The new rules and amendments to old rules appear on pp. 612 through 627 of 
the Montana Administrative Register , 1977, issue No. 10, and pp. 1155 through 1157 of the 
Montana Administrative Register , 1977, issue No. 12. 

MONTANA Computerized reference service will be available to Montana library users 
ONLINE through a two-year LSCA grant. Beginning early in 1978, Montana State Li- 
REFERENCE brary will be able to access over 60 computer data bases and offer consider- 
SERVICE ably expanded reference service. Montana State Library currently has paper 

copies of many data bases - ERIC, Psychological Abstracts, Biological Abstracts, 
BIOSIS, etc. Very specialized and unique bibliographic tools such as CLAIMS, Language and 
Language Behavior Abstracts, Energyline, Food Science and Technology Abstracts, Pollution 
Abstracts, etc., will be available through the service. 

The service, to be known as the Montana Online Reference Service, will be administered 
by the reference department of Montana State Library. The service will be available to 
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residents of Montana through public library federations, to state government agencies and 
to the academic community. For the duration of the grant, the service will be offered at 
no charge. 

The library patron can request a search by filling out a special form at his local library 
and it will be sent on to Montana State Library. A computer-generated bibliography will 
be mailed to the requesting library. The patron may then request materials listed on the 
print-out through normal interlibrary loan channels. 

Additional information on the Montana Online Reference Service will be provided to Mon- 
tana libraries when the service becomes operational. 

COPYRIGHT Montana State Library has mailed a fact sheet and informational signs on 
LAW the new copyright law to all public, academic, special and institutional li- 
braries in Montana. 

Notices for Montana libraries, printed by Parmly Billings Library, are available on re- 
quest from Montana State Library. These signs should be displayed on unsupervised photo- 
copy machines. The signs are available in two sizes - 7"xll" and 14"x22". Copies of 
PL 94-553 are also available from Montana State Library on request. 

Librarians are advised to read the regulations concerning the wording and display of copy- 
right notices in the Nov. 16, 1977, Federal Register (vol. 42, no. 221, pp. 59264-5). 

LSCA The Library Services and Construction Act extension bill was signed by President 

Carter on Oct. 7. The bill (PL 95-123) extends LSCA for five years. It also pro- 
vides that when funding for Title I, library services, exceeds $60,000,000, urban libraries 
will get a certain amount of the funds. The appropriations will probably be $56,000,000 
for Title I and $3,337,000 for Title III, interlibrary cooperation. 

ECONOMIC The Advertising Council has prepared a brochure, "The American Economic Sys- 
LITERACY tem...and Your Part In It" as a basic piece of information in its economic 
PROGRAM literacy campaign. The brochure has been mailed to about three million inter- 
ested Americans. The Council would also like to involve libraries in their 
effort to improve public understanding of our American economic system. Libraries will 
be hearing from the Advertising Council about a program to make the literature availability 
known through public libraries. 

TV spot announcements have been prepared by the Council suggesting that everyone should 
know more about our American economic system, "and your local library is a good place to 
start".

The Montana Energy Office strongly urges that all new buildings in the state be as energy 
efficient as possible, utilizing passive solar heating and active solar heating. 

The Montana Energy Office would like to offer a few energy conservation tips to help re- 
duce library utility bills. 

Make certain the building is well insulated, has double paned windows and the doors and 
windows are weather stripped for maximum protection. 

For new buildings, an exposure facing south with a number of windows will allow passive 
solar to help heat and light the library. Plans for new construction of a library should 
include life-cycle cost analyses to determine the advantage or disadvantage of incorpo- 
rating an active solar air, space or water heating system into the library design.
